Another Ocenn Steamer Goes Down—This 


Time on the Pacific.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.—B. S. Schwe- 


rin, 
superintendent of the Pacific Mail 


company, late last night received word 
that the steamship Colima was wrecked 
Monday last between Manzanilla 
and 


Acapulco. The ship sailed from Panama 
May 18. It carried forty cabin passengers, 
thirty-seven steerage, forty-three Chinese 
and a crew of seventy-two, making a total 
of 192 persons on board. Of these only 
nineteen were saved. The survivors con- 
sisted of five of thr crew and fourteen pas- 
seigers. 
They arrived at Manzanilla 


Tuesday. News of the disaster was sent 
by storekeeper Richardson of the com- 
pany. The Colima was of 2906 tons, com- 
manded by Captain J. P. Taylor. Most of 
cabin passengers were bound through for 
New York.

Apropos of the recent large purchases 


ot real estate, the effect they will have 
upon the desirability of property adjoin- 
ing the purchases and the large reported 
increase in some values, it may be inter- 
esting to look back for a moment to a dis- 
tant period in this town's life over half a 
century ago, and by the consideration of a 
notable example learn something of the 
conditions, prices and changing influences 
of that time. 


The old Wetherbee house on Centre 


street makes a fair example of what was 
valuable and desirable property in those 
past days. It has passed through the 
many vicissitudes that most pieces of 
property in town have passed through, 
and its history is full of incidents that 
must be of deep interest to many of the 
present day. Who was its builder and 
when was it built are questions to which 
no answer comes from antiquity, and 
which no person considered to know any- 
thing about its early history can give a 
satisfying reply. There was in by gone 
days a brick yard some where near the 
Willow Dell and it is said the brick that 
form the walls of the old home were 
burned in that yard's kilns. 


The house is known as the Wetherbee 


house because it was occupied by an hon- 
ored family of that name during a loug 
period, a period forming in the minds of 
the present generation a connecting period 
with those beyond the memory. It was 
purchased by Abel Wetherbee from Mrs. 
Lydia Ward about forty-three years ago, 
and was a home for him and his family 
about thirty-three years. Mr. Wetherbee 
died in it in 1864. 


As to the relative desirability of loca- 


tions in those days and these it is worthy 
of notice that Mr. Witherbee could have 
bought the A. J. Wetherell house on 
Church street.for a smaller consideration 
than he paid for the Centre street house, 
but it had not so much to recommend it. 
He considered both pieces of property and 
after due exercise of the good judgment 
for which he was known he decided to 
buy the Ward house. There were very 
few houses then on the most beautiful 
street of the town, Church street, and 
hardly Hany beyond where Quincy street 
connects with it. 
The pleasant open 


section at Centre street was 'far more de- 
sirable as a residence location than the 
Church street region now so much prized 
and so valuable. 


The influence that men can exert on 


locality is fully illustrated in the present 
Centre street region in its desirability as 
compared with the same region half a 
century ago. 
Mr. Ryan, after whom 


Ryan's lane is named, lived in the remote 
days on Centre street. He was an indus- 
trious man and a very pleasant neighbor. 
He was, however, about one of the first 
to change the course of his neigborhood 
in the direction in which it has moved for 
some years. The exercise of his business 
ability led to the bringing into the neigh- 
borhood that class of persons who care 
for little space around their houses and 
who are content to live in what would be 
called today a tenement district. 
House 


after house was moved into Ryan's lane 
from some lot on which another building 
was about to be erected and the region 
took on the character it has today, but 
from which it is slowly emerging. Daspite 
the changing character of the region the 
increase in the value of property that has 
taken place there is great and shows, 
though not to the highest degree, the 
general increase. 
When the property 


was bought the price paid was $1200 and 
when it was sold nide years ago to Morgan 
Farrell the price was $3800. There was a 
small piece of ground that had been pur- 
chased from Dr. Hawkes for $200 sold 
with the original purchase. 


The old building has some peculiarities 


of construction one of which is the man- 
ner which its brick are laid. The inside 
course is laid so that the ends of the brick 
point inward and the inside course is laid 
in the usual way. The house was plaster- 
ed at first on the bare brick. There was 
much consumption in the family that oc- 
cupied it before Mr. Wetherbee bought 
it and he believed that the house's plaster- 
ing had some connection with the disease. 
Consequently he had the plaster removed 
and the house lathed and then plastered 
anew. From that time there was no 
dampness and 
the house was very 


healthy. 


The consumption was not the only in- 


cident of interest connected with the 
house in which disease was a feature. 
The first case of smail-pox that occurred 
in town hapened in that house. 
The af- 


flicted man lay in his agony and did not 
know what was the matter. The learn- 
ed physicians of which the town boasted 
in those far-back days were no more en- 
lightened on the matter than their pa- 
tient. 
There was an intuitive feeling 


that the disease was something to be 
dreaked, and all the members of the fam- 
ily with the exception of one who acted 
as nurse kept in the corner of the house 
fartherest away from the sick man. 
By 


some means his-physicians learned what 
the disease was and were able to inform 
the man a few hours before he died. 


The changes in its surrounding which 


a building like this old homestead may 
survive were typified in an old structure 
that stood almost opposite it. This other 
old building in latter days was used as a 
livery stable—and here is evidence of a 
pitiable and profane degeneration. In its 
earlier and perhaps more useful days it 
was used as a Methodist church, a Univer- 
salist church, an Irish church and then a 
French church. What sudden changes a 
thing remaining long in one condition 
may undergo it shown in the old Wether- 
bee house itself. Some weeks ago it was 
one of the old landmarks of the town, 
pointed out as a sample of the better 
class of homes of the generation just 
gone. And, today, its quaint old front is 
displaced with a very modern one and 
where in the pleasant front rooms of the 
old house, there were enjoyed many days 
of domestic peace and pleasure there will 
soon be heard the clanking of pipes and 
the irritating hammering that is inseper- 
able from the present day plumbers shop.

INSTRUCTIVE LECTURE. 


Mrs. 
Jenness Miller Advocates Artistic 
Dress with a View to Health. 


The lectures given at St John's parish 


house Tuesday by Mrs. Jenness Miller of 
N. Y., who appeared under the auspices 
of the Girls' Friendly society, were well 
attended and proved exceptionally inter- 
esting and instructive. Mrs. Miller advo- 
cates dressing for health and comfort and 
shows that this can be done v. ithout ab- 
surdity or any departure from the realm 
of good taste. She illustrated her ideas 
by appearing in various costumes, inclu- 
ding those for the home, the street, etc. 
She appeared in an evening dress, and 
her rainy day suit was very sensible and 
practical, as all of the others were admit- 
ted to be. Mrs. Miller would do away 
with the petticoat and corset, substi- 
tuting something like a bicycle cos- 
tume, or a part of it 
at 
least, 


for the petticoat, and corded waist for the 
corset. She would dress the neck so as to 
admit of the greatest freedom in turning 
the head or looking up or down, and 
would wear a common sense shoe, selected 
with regard to the shape of the foot rather 
than to any particular style. Mrs. Miller 
also spoke of foods and exercise, paying 
especial attention to the subject of bath- 
ing, which she considers one of the ut- 
most importance. 


The first lecture was given at 4 o'clock 


in the afternoon to ladies only and the 
second at 8 in the evening. The last was 
heard by both ladies and gentlemen, all 
of wjiom were much pleased with Mrs. 
Miller's manner of speaking and what she 
had to say. At the close of the evening 
lecture Mrs. Miller answered questions 
from the audience. She left a moat ex- 
cellent impression and her visit here can 
hardly fail to be productive of good, even 
if all the reforms she advocates are not 
{mediately adopted.

some slight extent anticipated the doctor, 
who saw at a glance that natural causes 
had gone far toward converting the car- 
cass into a gas house.

The 
case bounded like a football and added to 
the terror of the frightened animal. The 
doctor dare not approach to stop the 
horse for rear of being anniblated by his 
own outfit or lassoed by the rein, so he 
stood in the center like a ringmaster 
watching the performance, and consider- 
ably exercised lest the sequel might be 
another "boss" autopsy. 
Finally 
the 


animal fell flat upon his side and the run 
was ended. 
The horse was very quiet 


after falling. Perhaps he thought he was 
dead, but the doctor knew better and, 
taking him by the tail, swung his body 
back between the thills, gave him a kick 
and told him to get up. The horse arose 
and, with one thill between his tront legs 
and the other over his shoulder, struck 
out for further exercise, but the doctor 
seized the line that was not attached to 
the tool case and succeeded in forcing a 
halt. 


When he told the story yesterday he 


forgot to state the result of the autopsy; 
in fact his listeners had almost forgotten 
that there was anything of the kind in 
the case long before he had finished. 
The doctor said if anyone could have seen 
the performance it would have been pro- 
nounced far superior to the Wild West 
show, making due allowance, of course, 
for the disparity in numbers.

A Performance That With Proper An- 


nouncement Would have a big crowd. 


A day or two ago Dr. McDonnell was 


called upon to make an examination of 
the body of a horse which had "gone the 
way of all the earth," and the cause of 
whose going the owner desired to know. 
Very properly the carcass'had been drawn 
into a field far enough from human habi- 
tations to preclr.de offense to the senses, 
at least until it should be further dis- 
posed of, and the doctor was sent upon 
his mission of investigation single handed 
and alone. He drove to the spot with a 
horse and road cart, and, not caring to 
walk further than was necessary through 
the wet grass he drove to where the sub- 
ject of the impending post mortem lay 
stretched upon Ithe turf. 
The doctor's 


horse did not look the like the looks of 
the dead animal and was quite obstinate 
when urged to approach it.but was finally 
driven to a point conveniently near and 
the doctor alighted. He knew he could 
not trust the horse (the living one) to re- 
main without hitching, but there was 
neither tree nor fence near by and hitch- 
ing posts do not abound in 
the 


average meadow. But doctors are usually 
given to expedients and the necessity of 
the case was quickly provided for, or, at 
least, was supposed to have been. The 
doctor took from the cart his medicine 
and instrument case, as large and heavy 
as an ordinary well filled valise, and con- 
verted it into a hitching weight. His 
horse frequently having shown a dislike 
for being hitched short, it was thought 
best to give him "plenty of rope," so the 
end of a rein was tied to the case and the 
doctor prepared for business in the full 
confidence that his own horse was as 
little liable to escape as the one he was 
about to operate upon. This preliminary 
having been satisfactorily disposed of, Dr. 
McDonell with knife in hand proceeded 
to the performance of the professional 
duty confronting him.

MEMORIAL DAY. 


Tomorrow is Memorial day. 
It com- 


>u moruU's the heroism, sacrifice and ser- 
vice i«r mankind of the soldiers of the 
I'nion armies in the war of the rebellion. 
That Viis the most righteous and the most 
imrii^hteous war ever fcnighl. 
It was 


between sections of a common country 
upon an issue of ripfht and wrong. In 
Oetils of daring and endurance the South 
equaled the North : in the extent of self- 
sacritice it surpassed it. 
In military gen- 


ius we are not competent to judge. If 
the South had the fewer military re- 
sources, it had also the better military 
position. In the end, we suppose, it was 
A test of endurance, and the South was 
•Mihdut-d because it was exhausted. In 
the treatment of prisoners, that test of 
.nacnaiiimity, the hearOessness of the 
South is slill a stain upon its civilization. 
And in the rival objects of that combat 
there is the infinite difference which 
separates right from wrong. 


The South was terribly punished. Its 


homes were desolated by death, by devas- 
tation and by want. An aristocracy of 
width and race, the proudest inspirit of 
•:!<><UTM times, was humbled by every loss 
that can oppress and .subdue the human 
-lind. 
Where individual offending is 


.'nvolved, the severity of the punishment 
i.- of!i n an expiation of the crime ; and 
the enormity of the "lost cause" has al- 
ready become somewhat hidden by the 
extent of its retribution and the passage 
Of time. There is to be dedicated tomor- 
row at Chicago, uith impressive ceremo- 
lies. in the presence of a great and distin- 
^uivhed assemblage, containing survivors 
>f both Southern and Northern armies, n 
•nomimeiit to the Confederate soldiers 
n ho died in Chicago while prisoners of 
war. 
So far as this is a mortuary em- 


blem the occasion is not beyond the wise 
amity that tends to unite once warring 
sections of a great and magnanimous 
nation, but so far as it shall become by 
These exercises a tribute to the heroism of 
'iie --lost cause" it is a national mistake 
and blunder. 


For that cause was one that no suffering; 


C-KII atone for and no heroism can ennoble. 
It WHS ;; cause against the progress of the 
human race. It was the cause of darkness 
<L:H^ despotism as against the rising rights 
"i'men. Jt was fought for the degrada- 
iion o! human labor both free and slave. 
It was fought ['.gainst the benignant pur- 
pose of God. revealed in all history, that 
'jy struggling and suffering his human 
children shall continually rise to higher 
.heights of rights and duty; and because it 
wa.s against right, which is Divine pur- 
post-, it failed, for, with a righteous cause, 
such a people as tilled the South could 
never have been conquered. 


But their cause was wrong. It was 


against every advance that men have 
aii'.de in every time towards the enjoy- 
ment of life and liberty and happiness. 
All that Greece and all that Rome hud 
given 01'liberation and security to men; 
all that the long struggle lor English free- 
,-'o:>i had sent with our first colonists to 
tiiese shores; all that Lexington 
and

Hill, that Valley Forge and 


Yorkiown 
stood 
i'or 
here; 
all 
the 


past gains of their own race, and all 
the gains of the toiling masses of men in 
their slow emergence from brute impulses 
.LIU! imposed degradations during 
the 


weary, heart-breaking travail of the long 
cemurits of the past; 
and 
all 
the 


illumination 
and 
incitement 
that 


streams in benignant glory from Cal- 
vary's triumphant cross—all that makes 
this nation today the leading agency of 
God's purpose for the uplifting of man- 
kind; all this stood in the way of the 
triumph of the .South and their "lost 
^•ause" of human inequality and igno- 
rance. 


When the history of this ''lost cause" 


jomes to be written by the relentless jus- 
tice of a distant time, the service for this 
nation which Memorial day now honors 
will be more and more clearly seen to be 
the greatest service that had then been 
rendered toward the fulfillment of Divine 
Durpose for the liberation of all mankind. 
And the wreath of honor that history will

mh flowers will never lose its freshness 
u'hile human gratitude endures.

Husband Left His Wife and Six Children 


Over a Week Ago. 


John Griffin is missing from his home 


on Brooklyn street and his wife is in an 
agitated state of mind over his absence. 
I [e came home a week ago last Monday 
from his work in the Dunbar mills where 
he was employed as second hand in the 
weave shop, and after supper put on his 
coat as usual and went down street. His 
wife has not seen him since and has 10 
idea of his whereabouts. He did not say 
w here he was going, nor did anyone see 
h im leave town by rail or otherwise. Twice 
he has gone away without stating his in- 
tentions, but never remained away so long 
before. On the previous occasions he 
went to his father's home at Manchester, 
Conn., and remained not longer than two 
days. Mrs. Griffin, thinking that perhaps 
ho had gone on one of his unexplained 
visits to his father wrote to Manchester 
and received a letter yesterday afternoon 
stating that he had not arrived there. Mrs. 
Griffin cannot give any reason for his sud- 
den disappearance. She says he is rot 
a drinking man and is of a very pleasant 
and quiet nature. They have had no'fam- 
ily difficulties, she states, and the man 
had steady work at good pay and had had 
no unpleasantness with his employers. 
The day he left and the day • previous he 
complained of being ill, saying continually 
thiit he was very tired. This fact very 
much disturbs Mrs. Griffin because she be- 
lieves he has fallen ill somewhere among 
strangers. She has had the idea that it 
may have been he who was killed last 
Sunday on the Boston & Albany railroad 
near Pittsfield. That the man who was 
killed has not been identified yet is of in- 
terest in this connection. Mr. Griffin was 
not financially prepared fora long vaca- 
tion. He had not more than ??10 in his 
possession as far as his wife knows. He 
is thirty-five years of age, has been mar- 
ried for thirteen years and has six chil- 
dren.

Buslindl Is Nominated For Governor 


by Ilndioye State Republicans, 


Senator Sherman Talks on 


Current Problems. 


Resolutions Declare For Sound Money and 


Denounce the Democrats. 


ZAXESVILLE, O., May 39.—The Republi- 


can state convention inagurated its busi- 
ness here yesterday afternoon with cheers 
for McKinley nml Foraker, ami tin ovation 
for John Sherman. 


It WHS one of the largest conventions 


that has ever responded to the call of the 
party managers. Five thousand people— 
1000 too many for comfort and convenience 
—were packed into Memorial hall. 


Colonel Bonner called the convention to 


order and introduced to the assemblage 
Senator John Sherman as the temporary 
chairman. Mr. Sherman's address was 
mainly devoted to praise of the protective 
tariff. He emphatically denounced free 
coinage of silver, saying that it meant 
repudiation of all debts, public and pri- 
vate. He declared that bimetallism was 
the only true policy on the stiver question. 
Continuing, he said: 


"What you will say here will have an 


important influence beyond the limits of 
your state, for the intelligent action of the 
Republicans of Ohio will, as in the past, 
indicate the opinion of Republicans in all 
parts of the United States. We have a 
common faitli and creed. We act together 
on great mutters on principle, on small 
matters for discipline. The primary and 
fundamental sentiment of tile Republican 
party is love for our c< iiintry, our whole 
country. We are for the Union, one and 
indivisible, now and forever. The Repub- 
licans of Ohio are not provincial, but na- 
tional. 


"This is our cornerstone, planted in the 


first Republican convention in Ohio in 
1855. 
We stood by it iu the storms of war 


when Lincoln was our standard ln-aror. 
Our soldiers fought for it under Grant, 
.Sherman and Sheridan. The soldiers of 
Ohio carried our flag in every great battle 
of the war for the preservation of the 
Union. Other patriotic citizens and sol- 
diers were equally deserving of honor and 
praise, but they could not carry their party 
with them. 
When Grant was in the 


Wildurness and Sherman was before At- 
lanta, a great party declared the war a 
failure.
